A Young Man Deliberately Commits 


Suicide by Jumping Into the 


Machinery of a Hnge 


Engine. 


CHICAGO, March 7. — A horrible Bni- 


oido was enacted at the water works on 
Honth Onicago avenue yeaterday after- 
noon. A young man about twenty- 
eight, dressed like a laborer hi good cir- 
cumstances, entered the building con- 
taining the engines and walked deliber- 
ately abont looking at tho machinery. 
Passing to tho Bouth end of the room he 
leaned over tho guard rail and for BOITB 
momenta watched the hnge walking 
beam on the engine as it roue and fell. 
Ho glanced hurriedly about him, and 
while no one was near, except a small 
boy, deliberatly took offhis hat, throwing 
it ou tho floor, under the guard rail arid 
stood for » moment as if halting in his 
purpose. 
He looked overhead and as 


he saw the great beam of the engine de- 
scending, he clasped his hands and 
threw himself into the "crank pit," be- 
neath the hoid of the heavy crankshaft, 
His body was literally ground to pieces. 
There was nothing on the body by 
which it conld be identified.
